Meeting in Chicago and — 


Enthusiastically Pledge Sup- 
port to NOSA 


To Combat Dangers Threat- 
ening Amusement Enterprises 


Chicago, Ill, Dec. 10—The conven- 
tion of outdoor showmen of America, 
called by the special War Emergencies 
Committee of N. O. S. A., consisting of 
Fred Buchanan, owner of the Yankee 
Robinson Circus; Frank L. Albert, 
executive secretary of the National 
Gutdoor Showmen’s Association; Geo. 
A. Schmidt, general manager of River- 
view Park, Chicago; W. H. Donaldson, 
publisher of The Billboard, and Charles 
Duffield> of the Duffield Fireworks 
Company, proved to be the greatest 
meeting ever held by outdoor show in- 
terests at large in the history of the 
amusement business in America. 

Never was more loyalty displayed by 
showmen. With very few exceptions 
every telegram sent out by the com- 
mittee was.answered. In only three 
instances were the telegrams not ac- 
knowledged, the cause being that the 
addressee was absent from his place 
of business. Only five exceptions to 
making the trip were made by owners, 
and their excuse was that they were 
not notified in time to make the jour- 
hey to Chicago. 

Consequently it was proven that all 
showmen have at last begun to realize 
the importance of getting together and 
organizing for their own common good. 
They knew that they needed organiza- 
tion When they arrived in Chicago, 
visited the elegantly equippeod e.-. 4 
tive offices of NOSA and learned what 
wonderful plans and rol rrtor=>77 * 
been made by the secretary of NOSA 
and its working committees, which 
have been working silent], cur'ng t 
year, one and all proclaimed that 
NOSA was good enough for them, and 
just what is needed. They immediately 
understood and saw very clearly that 
all the association needed was SUP- 
PORT and FIDELITY. Principally 
they saw the absolute necessity of 
FINANCIAL BACKING. And, with- 
out dissension, each and every person 
interested in the salvation of his busi- 
ness and the promotion of outdoor 
amusement dug into his pocket, and 
they proceeded to raise a_ special 
emergency fund with which to combat 
the dangers now confronting the out- 
door show world. After this was done 
all those present who were not already

Chicago, Dec. 10.—The twenty- 
seventh annual convention of the 
American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions, which was called to order 
by President A. L. Sponsler on Thurs- 
day morning at 10 o’clock in the Au- 
ditorium Hotel here, was by far the 
most enthusiastic of any meeting of 
this organization. 

President Sponsler’s annual address 
was received with close interest and 
dealt largely with reviews of fair and 
exposition conditions and activities as 
reported by various members during 
the current year. He also gave in de- 
tail an account of the efforts made 
during the summer and fall in bring- 
ing about a better working arrange- 
ment with the Government officials at 
Washington, where early in July a 
conference was held for this purpose.

New York, Dec. 8.—Yesterday was 
Red Cross Day and the theaters of this 
city were practically run in the inter- 
est of the Red Cross. The plans for 
the day had been well made and were 
well carried out. Those who had 
promised to take an active interest in 
the proceedings fulfilled their promises, 
but in some cases the public was back- 
ward about doing its part. 

Lee and J. J. Shubert, in order to 
stimulate interest in their theaters for 
the occasion, persuaded E. H. Sothern 
and Julia Marlowe to aid in the cause 
by appearing on the Winter Garden 
stage and also at the Maytime per- 
formance. They appeared during the 
intermission of Doing Our Bit. Mr. 
Sothern told a few human interest 
.tories based on actual experiences at 
the front and Miss Marlowe recited a 
poem, Flanders Field, by Dr. McRae, of 
Toronto. The same contribution was 
made to the Maytime performance. 
These were the first appearances of the 
two famous stars together on the New 
York stage in three years. At both 
places they were tendered a most en- 
thusiastic ovation. 

Klaw & Erlanger had Madame Louise 
Homer, the famous contralto of the 
Metropolitan Opera House Company, 
sing the National anthem between the 
first and second acts of The Riviera 
Girl at the New Amsterdam Theater. 

Grace George, at the Playhouse, and 
John Drew, at the Forty-eighth Street 
Theater, were seen in special matinee 
performances. 

The vaudeville houses gave special 
matinees at 10:30 a.m. in order not to 
conflict with the regular daily mati- 
nees. The entire current bill was given 
at all houses and in many instances 
there were special added attractions. 
At the Palace Christie MacDonald, the 
prima donna comedienne, was added, 
and Mrs. Douglas Robinson delivered a 
short address. This was Miss Mac- 
Donald's first Broadway appearance in 
a long time. 

Marcus Loew and his_116 theaters 
stood back of the Red Cross drive, and 
the Loew theaters all had morning per- 
formances. Prominent photoplay stars 
appeared at the Loew theaters and sold 
tickets. Mollie King appeared at a

WAR BENEFITS 


Mark A. Luescher Alone Stands 
Out Against Resolution 


His Patriotic Purpose

New York, Dec. 8.—The recent dis- 
closures of extravagance and graft in 
connection with various war benefits 
resulted this week in a concerted ac- 
tion by the United Managers’ Protect- 
ive Association which will practically 
result in a bun on such benefits after 
January 1. White the _ resolution 
which was passed does not absolutely 
bind the managers to deny their thea- 
ters for such benefits, the manages 
practically all stand tugether on the 
suhject, and it may be said that the 
war benefit in New York is practically 
a thing of the past. 

Mark A. Luescher, manager of the 
Hippodrome, cast the only dissenting 
vote. He branded the resolution, as 
unpatriotic and unfair and declared 
that it was directed primarily against 
the Hippodrome. It was his view that

Has Seen New York Chorus Girls in Shocking At- 
tire or Lack of Attire and Has Asked Grand 
Jury To Act --- Refuses To Tell 
What Shows He Objects To 


New York, Dec. 8.—Skirtless and 
tightsless costumes for chorus girls 
are going to be censored in New York 
by the grand jury, and nudity for nud- 
ity’s sake is going to be absolute:y de- 
leted. ‘“‘New York shall not fall for 
the kind of public indecency that pre- 
ceded the fall of Rome,” said District 
Attorney Swann last night in announc- 
ing that he had ordered an investiga- 
tion by the grand jury of offending 
public exhibitions in. New York thea- 
ters and cabarets. 

The prosecutor and his assistant, 
James E. Smith, have been quietly in- 
vestigating for a number of weeks 
ecmplaints made at his office of 
Broadway dancing girls who were be- 
ing exploited in costumes consisting 
mostly of smiles in productions that 
had no purely artistic merit which the 
prosecutor had been able to discover. 

To prevent free publicity for the 
shows in question the grand jury has 
been chosen as the medium of inves- 
tigation, and the names of the produc- 
tions will not be announced until that 
body acts. The prosecutor is said t9 
have the approval of Mayor-Elect 
Hylan. 


One theatrical performance in par- 
ticular, Mr. Swann said, dragged in 
patriotism by the forelock solely as a 
cover for the antics of fifteen prac- 
tically nude dancing women. And it 
was done not for art’s sake, but for 
the sake of the dollars yielded.

Union Hill, N. J., Dec, 10.—Nat M. Wills, the 
widely-known comedian, both of the vaudeville 
and legitimate stage, met death here yesterday 
by suffocation. He was killed by gasoline fumes 
in the garage on his estate, 

The comedian was getting his automobile 
ready for a trip to New York City, where he 
was to have participated in performances yester- 
jay afternoon and evening for the benefit of the 
soldiers at Camp Upton, Yaphank, N. Y. The 
automobile failed to work as smoothly as it 
should have, and Mr. Wills crawled beneath 
it in an effort to locate the trouble. As he had 
neglected to open the doors, the garage filled 
with fumes from the engine’s exhaust, killing 
him. 

His body was found beneath the car later by 
his wife an¢ little daughter, Natalie, three 
years old, who became alarmed at the delay in 
his starting. 

Mr. Wills was born in Washington 44 years 

vo, and was one of the foremost comedians in 
the country. His characterization of The Tramp 
is familiar to theatergoers everywhere. He ap- 
peared on the legitimate stage for a number of 
years, and was also seen in vaudeville for sey- 
eral seasons, appearing on the U. B. O. and 
Orpheum circuits. At one time he was with the 
Hip-Hip-Hooray Show, and this season headed 
the comedians in Cheer Up, at the Hippodrome, 
New York, He was a baseball fan of the high- 
est quality, and is said to have enjoyed the 
unique distinction of having once signed a regu- 
lar National League contract, in good faith, and 
under the classification of ‘‘active player.’

Offered for Sale by Captain Smith, 


Who Is Compas 7 Return to 
nglan 


The policy of this paper has at all times been 
to bring before our readers that which is new, 
novel or up to date in the show world, and es 
pecially that which is a success. 

It is coincident that the word success was 
in the year 1790 A. D., in faraway India, em- 
blazoned as a per,etual name to a show that 
today retains the undisputed reputation of be- 
ing one of the greatest successes in America.

Her arrival in England created a tremendous sen- 
sation, where she was visited by over fifteen 
million people, In 1912 it was decided to bring 
the old vessel to this country. Lloyds classed 
her A-1, and she arrived in Boston from Liver- 
pool, after a voyage of ninety-six days, entirely 
under her own sails, Her American patronage 
has been phenomenal, but the European War has 
temporarily brought her days of activity to a 
close, as her owner, Captain D, H, Smith, be- 
ing compelled to return to England at an early 
date, has tied his vessel up until his return, 
and unless some enterprising showmen quickly 
succeed in obtaining ownership of this historical 
vessel she will remain in oblivion until the 
termination of the war. In these terrible times 
of stress, when future railway problems of 
transportation are so acute and uncertain, the 
movement of this Show Ship is unique, as she 
is independent of the railways, and, should she 
become American owned, she may be one of the 
few big shows en tour next season.

JOHN SPICE 
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TRANSPORTATION IS ONLY 
THING BELFRAGE FEARS 


Producer Says Business Conditions Cause Him No 
Worry, But Travel Problem Looms Up in 
a Sinister Way—No Fault To Find 
With His Present Business 


New York, Dec. 8.—George F. Belfrage, pro- 
ducer of The Hip, Hip, Hooray Girls and The 
Biff, Bing, Bang Show, told a Biliboard repre- 
sentative yesterday that his only fear for bur- 
lesque next season is the travel problem, which 
looks to him at the present time most threaten- 
ing. 

Mr. Belfrage, with a show on each circuit, 
has had an excellent opportunity to acquaint 
himself with business conditions all over the 
country. Nothing in present conditions seems to 
him to warrant the fear that poor business next 
season will render burlesque profitless. 


“It is true,”’ he said, “‘that there has been a 
gencral drop in burlesque business, I do not 
doubt but that if the figures were available 
we would find that there is a general falling off 
of twenty-five per cent. And yet some of the 
shows are doing a bigger business than ever 
before, which proves to me that the average 
person who sees burlesque is not going to the 
theater as often as in the past, and instead of 
going to see the good, bad and indifferent shows 
he is picking out the best and going to see them 
only.’ 


Mr. Belfrage went on to illustrate by saying 
that his Hip, Dip, Hoorah Girls on the No. 1 
Cireult is far abead of ‘last season's business, 
and still drawing strong in every city it plays. 
This proves the drawing power even now of a 
superior show for The Lip, H!p, Hooray Girls is 
the show which last season copped the high 
honors on the Columbia Circuit. 


“Dut,”’ continued Mr. Belfrage, ‘‘there is 
something which causes me to regard the near 
future of burlesque with something akin to fear 
and foreboding. That is the transportation 
preblem. If burlesque another season encounters 
trouble it wil be, in my opinion, not thru 
bad business conditions, but thru lack of travel- 
ing facilities. I look to see the Government 
take over the railroads at a very early date, and 
when they do it is a foregone conclusion that 
they will eliminate everything in the way of 
transportation which is not absolutely necessary. 
When that day comes shows will either not be 
able to move at all or they will me moved in a 
very hapbazard and undependable way. That is 
the trouble I anticipate for burlesque.”

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YOUNG BLOOD NEEDED 
IN PUBLISHING FIELD 


Performer Has Power To Bring 
About Desired Changes— 
His Verdict Means 


Everything 


No business needs more and gets less young 
blood injected than the field of music publishing. 
The performer exerts and always has exerted 
a tremendous influence in bringing about this 
greatly desired stimulation. 

Were th se in control of the publishing field 
depended upon for bringing about needed changes, 
evolution would be very slow indeed. Activi- 
ties seem to rest upon the policy of “leave well 
enough alone.’’ Publishing concerns in a rut 
sail to accord sufficient consideration to the all- 
pressing present, but point with pride to the 
long term of years in which they have been en- 
ga°'ed in the business, 

Established publishers do new things slowly 
and reluctantly. The only thing that spurs 
them on is the fear that another established 
publisher may beat them to it in achieving 
comething new. 

Performers, perhaps, do not realize what a 
long drawn out struggle preceded even the sim- 
ple process of movirg New York professional 
offices to the required locality. The manner in 
which most branch oluces are conducted (seldom 
favored by visits from those in control and 
closed at a moment’s notice when things go 
wrong in the home office) is a splendid testi- 
7 , monial to the inherent selfishness of this busi- 
? ness, 

If any further argument is needed to prove 
that established publishers move slowly, even 
to the point of prejndicing their own welfare, 
the general all-absorbing distrust which ship- 
wrecked every effort to form a publishers’ as- 
sociation is proo* positive, 

*“But,”? publishers will say, ‘‘we have an as- 
1 sociation and a strong one.’’ The answer is: 


i ‘ Yes, you have a strong association, but it would 


‘ prove as weak as all the other protective alli- 
ances that went before in your field had it not 
been for the fact that the support rendered by 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Association 
made it possible to cement the relationship of 

: business men who are noted for selfishness and 
. ; general distrust of everybody else in the same 
id field. Your perfected association does not mark 

any remarkable step in advance, but is merely 

t a new illustration of the fortuitous circum- 

} stances which repeatedly saved your business 

; from the bankruptcy toward which it was 

: headed. 

i The performer is the strong influence which 
frequently brings about changes for the good in 
the publishing field. In an intrinsic sense the 
entire business is nothing other than service for 


the performer, with a resultant, profit in the by-— 


product of his service. The performer is will-nz 
to let the publisher get all the profit that maz 
} be gleaned, but he must insist that this service 
] be maintained at the high standard requisite. 

The performer should insist upon securing the 
very best ideas that the publishing field can 
develop. Petty internal politics should not be 
tolerated for a minute. Publishers’ difficulties 
with their writers concern the performer only 
to the degree in which the completed songs ap- 
peai to him. Those publishers who rest back 
upon their oars end try to support the present 
by means of the past should be relegated to the 
background they deserve to occupy. 

The same performers who brought professional 
officers closer to their dressing rooms, who, even 
in thelr ‘‘act paying days,’’ gave publishers to 
realize that songs were of greater imporiance 
than any surrounding considerations, are now 
in a position to bring about greater reforms, 

The performers should realize their importance. 
They should know the!r verdict means everything. 
A song without their aid has little chance of 
success. For their own good they should do 
everything within their power to remedy existing 
conditions so that the song mart will be sim- 
plified and impreved. This power of the per- 
former properly exercised will make many small 
firms large and many large firms small. Let 
the publisher know that he is only as b'g as the 
songs he produces right now—not as big as he 
thinks he is—or as big as the size of the build- 
ing he occupies (purchased thra profit in past 
endeavors) may indicate,

Why must 
I work unassisted? Wow, I'm fairly worked to death, 


Well, why weren’t you in Brooklyn at 10:17 Iast night? When I send you out to do a fo» Ie 
want the work done right. Gee, how often must I tell you that if someone isn’t found you've 
just simply got to find him, that you have to stick around? Other firms may send out pluggers, 
but it’s up to us to see that the list of songs we’re working earn their popularity. Here I'm 


working like the dickens (say, Bill, grab up that phone call), with a hundred guys around me. 
Gee, I have to do it all. 


So she said ovr song was rotten, that it didn’t fit the spot; why, she’s crazy in the uppers, 
doesn’t know an awful lot. Go right back to her and tell her if she doesn’t put it in, what I 
won't do to her bookings mighty soon will be a s'n. I will go to Beck and tell him that she 
proved an awful joke. She'll be glad to play the Loew Time when she’s out of work and broke. 
Oh, I wish I had the time to let her know just what I think. Gee, I have to do it all myself— 
I never sleep a wink! 


If the boss comes in and asks you what we're doing with the stuff I will can the chap who 
doesn’t meet him with an awful bluff. Tell him all our songs are riots; that's the thing he wants 
to hear—and he wants to have you say it just as if you are sincere. He must swing a mighty 
payroll and the least he wants to know is that every song we issue has the swing that’s bound 
to go. If you guys don’t work much harder I must put you on the shelf. Gee, I hate this prof. 
department—I do all the work myself!—CASPER NATHAN. 


THE SONC’S THE THING 


Performers witness no sadder sight than big publishing concerns with a long record of con- 
secutive past hits and enormous payrolls (embracing many individuals with reputations), which 
have struck a hitless interval. Few people call and those who do visit the professional rooms 
with an air implying that they do not expect to find what they are seeking. Sometimes this 


condition proves of short duration; sometimes it lasts for a longer period, but at all times it is 
mighty dangerous for the stability of the concern. No big New York publisher has failed to. 
encounter the hitless interval. Some are meeting this condition at present. All dread it. It is 
to the publishing concern what a shipwreck is to the mariner. The performer is interested in 
only one thing—the song—and the publisher Lnows it. The most influential firms are most will- 
ing to admit that the msterial is the cil-imporicnt thine. particularly in these days when act 
paying has been sueeceded by meritorious compeiition. The fact that these publishers consider 
the song more than the writcrs is ev'denced ty the manner in which the greatest of writers hold 
sway over brief intervals only. Inasmuch as performers have no means of knowing which pub- 
lishers are experiencing the hitless interval (if only because the big houses make their greatest 
amount of neise when they have least meritorious material), it is up to the performer to think of 
the song only. The fact that a house is new, that it has no vast capital with which to exploit 
its numbers, does not mean that the songs being put forth are devoid of merit. In fact many 
songs later exploited by big publishers have been taken over from smaller concerns who lacked 
sufficient capital to make them universally popular. So in reading music publishers’ announce- 
ments consider this and realize that the lack of space in which the announcement is embraced 
may in itself imply that the material offered is meritorious, tho the exploiters have not sufficient 
capital with which to make the “big noise’ instituted by influential firms,

Collect professional copies for the whole fam- 
ily when getting your own. Remember the pub- 
lisher pays to print them, 

Revise lyrics as the whim hits you, irre- 
spective of the ideas the writers intended to 
convey. Writers have a pretty good idea of how 
their songs should sound, 

Monopolize a piano room for conversation 
which could be carried on in the reception room. 

Make appointments that you do not intend to 
keep. Others may treat you as you treat them. 

Ride in one publisher's taxi and use another's 
song. This is adding insult to injury. 

Belittle the histrionie abilities of ‘others in 
your field. Belittling, as a process, is a two- 
vdged saw. 

Tell a publisher his song won't suit you before 
you look it over. 

Forget that your dressing room is the only 
-lace where a visitor may reach you back stage. 
Treat visitors there with the same courtesy 
th.t, you show at your hotel, 

Use a ballad if you are cut out for comedy 
songs, or vice versa. Doing what you can not 
‘o well is accomplishing nothing. 

Get married to one style of delivery when 
conditions encourage a change. Failure to ad- 
v.nce means going back. 

Think you are the only important facter in 
popularizing songs. Give credit where credit is 
due. 

Think your partner is a figurehead, spluttering 
nonsense while your work is what makes the act 
go. Your partner may have the same idea with

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Theatrical Managers 


and Concert Artists 


For some reason or other there bas always 
been a chasm between loval theatrical heouse 
managers and concert artists, 


Generally speaking, concert artists distrust 
these managers, considering their contracts un 
reliable, and the managers regard the artists as 
“high brow cranks’? who want everything. 


Let’s look into the facts. When a theatrical 
manager makes a contract for a regular theat- 
rieal attraction it is always understood or im- 
plied that if he wants to cancel that contract 
he may do so at any time by giving two weeks’ 
notice. But it is well known that many man- 
agers have none too many scruples regarding 
the manner in which they take advantage of 
that understanding. 

On the other hand concert artists are accus- 
tomed to contracts which are not subject to 
eancelation excepting for very extraordinary 
reasons, ' 

The time has come when local theatrical man- 
agers and concert artists should get together, 
for in less-than-a-week-stand cities there is 
now such a dearth of road attractions as 
never before known, In the face of this 
there is a growing demand more and more all 
ever the country for high-class musical and 
concert attractions. 

On the other side many high-class, capable 
concert and opera artists have plenty of opea 
time they would like to fill. 

Now, Mr. Theatrical House: Manager, you 
have many ‘‘dark’’ nights you would like to 
have booked, and you know the people of your 
town like good music, and are willing to pay 
for it, and you also know you would like to 
have the better concert artists in your house 
if you could get them.

How can you do it? 

Let The Billboard’s concert man tell you. 

First of all, mix more thoroly with, and get 
the confidence of, your own townspeople as a 
reliable business man. Some of you have not 
that reputation, and you deserve a better one. 

Then, whether it appeals personally to your 
own tastes or not, have business acumen enough 
to cultivate at least acquaintence enough with 
musie clubs, conservatories, colleges, women’s 
clubs, churches, schools, lodges, etc., to find out 
what that very large element of society really 
wants in a musical way. 

If you do you will find that one thing they 
want is high-grade music, and more and more 
of it all the time. 

Determining this, form such local connections 
with that element and co-operate with it in 
such a manner that you can get its heartiest 
support when you do bring a good concert artist 
to your house. 

If you will do this you will find that you ca: 
get many high-class concert artists without 
guarantees, because with such co-operation they 
will have confidence in your contract. 

The Overholser Theater in Oklahoma City has 
been handling big concerts on this basis for 
years because they have had the confidence and 
co-operation of that element in that city and 
they make good money out of it, too, They are 
but one of many other theaters scattered over 
the country, but there is not enough of them. 

On the other hand concert artists who have

the auditorium, which meets a longfelt need. 
Its total seating capacity is 730, and the stage 
will accommodate 70 musicians. One of its 
uses will be a musical laboratory, where com- 
positions can be tried out. 

In, accepting the building for the University 
President Hadley said: ‘‘On behalf of Yale 
University I accept the Albert Arnold Sprague 
memorial. Beautiful in itself, it has an added 
beauty in the eyes of gl! those who knew the 
honored son of Yale, whose loyalty it com- 
memorates. Standing in the midst of the 
college life which he so gratefully remembered 
and so warmly loved, it will keep his name 
alive for many generations of college students."* 


AMERICA AND MUSIC 


The following extracts from an article by 
Pierre V. R. Key, recently published by The 
New York World, are worthy of nationwide mu- 
sical attention.

This feeling for things American is significant. 
The country is awakening (musically) to its own. 
Steadily we shall find our people believing more 
in the efficiency of America’s musicians in both 
the creative and interpretative flelds.

Members of Company Presenting Art and Oppor- 
tunity at Cort Theater Agree To Work on 
Percentage Basis— First Time Plan

New York 


New York, Dec. 8.—For some time the varions 
theatrical managers have had under considera- 
tion the co-operative plan of play gruduction, 
but it remained for Richard Lambert to put 
it into effect In New York. It is said that this 
sort of working agreement has been in operation 
with a few companies on tour, but never before 
has it been taken up in New York, 

The plan was put into effect this week by 
Mr. Lambert, with his company presenting Art 
and Opportunity at the Knickerbocker Theater, 
and which moves to the Cort Theater on 
Monday, the players agreeing to accept shares 
or percentage of the receipts based on the pro- 
portion gt their salaries after operating expenses 
outside of salaries have been deducted, In other 
words, the running expenses of the play are 
paid first, including the wages of the stage 
hands, ushers, box office men and other em- 
ployees, who get the same pay as before, and 
the actors divide what remains. 

In discussing the plan Mr. Lambert said: “I 
Placed this form of working on a sharing 
basis before the players, and they considered it 
a sensible business arrangement.

New York, Dec. 6.—The Grass Widow, a real 
musical comedy, possessed of many of the at- 
tributes that made shows of yesterday in that 
classification well beloved while they ran and 
long remembered after they bad departed, came 
to the Liberty Monday night with as fine an 
all-round cast as ever graced an entertainment 
of its kind. 

There are many things that must be con- 
sidered in gauging an offering of mixed play 
and musical value, but microscopic examination 
of this reveals only one—at once trivial anil 
important shortcoming—the title. If a title 
of a play should give you an impression of 
what it's all about—or should vaguely intimate 
some pleasant surprise which would lend the 
hame additional value upon reviewing the offer- 
ing—no worse title was eter selected. Its 
choice Is certainly no tribute to the acumen 
of Channing Pollock and Rennokl Wolf, who 
displayed rare powers of discernment in every 
other department of their work. Doubtless the 
success of Viennese light operas of The Merry 
Widow caliber had much to do with the fll- 
starred choice. Had some title been selected 
which would mean to musical comedy What 
Nearly Married conveys in straight play chin- 
nels the hit: qualities of this offering could not 
be questioned, 

Surely the plot, dealing with what occurred 
when a pretty girl went thru a civil marriage 
ceremony with a man whom sheedid not love, 
declining to cement the solemnization with re- 
ligious rites in accordance with French custo, 
later eloping with the man of her choice (this 
part of the work having heen alapted from 
Bisson and St. Albin's Le Peril Jaune), pre- 
sented @ «ituation that was worthy of a better 
general caption. It may also be sald that 
the dramatic situation upon which the climax 
reste (when the puedo husband nas the bride 
in his power for a limited period and endearors 
to keep her) is more in accordance with French 
than American conception of suitable material 
for light opera exploitation 

Put the ‘live’ situations afford much natura! 
comedy—and Rennold Wolf faithfully presents 
his own experiences as a handler of many 
desks in a newspaper office in depicting Robert 
Emmet Keane's portrayal of Aunt Abigail on 
The Wilmington Whisper. A fine comedy song. 
All the Girls Have Got a Friend in Me, falls to 
the lot of Keane, 

The manner in which Victor Morley plays the 
part of the victim of The Song of Love, upon 
which moch of the play pivots, is worthy of 
expectal commendation. 

Louls A. Hirsch has prepared a score of which 
he may well be proud While the melodies are 
exceedingly reminiscent, they are of the flowing 
type, with many fine effects registered in the 
songs of ballad flavor, heightened by the 
singing abilities of Natalie Alt (who makes an 
ideal prima donna) and Howard Marsh (whose 
clear tenor is worth listening to), and the 
dancing of Gretchen Eastman and Victor Morley. 
George Marion gave a remarkable charactertza- 
tion of the psuedo-husband, frequently evoking 
storms of applause, 

The musical numbers which registered best 
were The Song of Love (Natalie Alt), Some 
where There's Someone for Me (song and dance, 
with acting interspersed, by Eastman and Mor- 
ley) and What's the Use of Loving Only (ne Gir! 
(Morley). The Grass Widow Jazz Band per 
forms splendidly in the cabaret scene. 

Perbaps no prettier chorus was ever assembled 
in a musical production, surely no more totelll 
gent one, and the costumes are sufficently bea" 
tiful to deserve a xpectal paragraph, Madison

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New York, Dec, 10.—Glory be, there seems 
to be a new success In town. A play produced 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas, in the 


most doleful of seasons, and still sufficiently 
potent in its appeal to gain credit over night 
in the most sceptical of camps, that of the the- 
etrical observers. We haven't seen the play. 
but are willing to gamble on the echo that 
rises from the crossroads just below The Bill- 
board offiees, where Broadway and Forty-second 
street intersect. The Gypsy Trail, despite 
its unpromising title, seems to have won thru, 


It is not merely for the sake of recording a 
momentary break in the rather doleful story 
of the season’s happenings that we feel induced 
to take editorial notice of a play's success, 
tho in a year when you can feel reasonably 
certain of only five plays in classifying the 
money-getters of the period, every possible ad- 
dition to the list should be hailed, welcomed, 
boosted, aided and abated for the sake of the busi- 
ness as a whole, but it is with the rather ma. 
liclous joy of the impartial observer who watches 
the conflict in a man between bis business in- 
terest and bis pledged word to his public that, 
without an uneasy moment, we watch for Mr. 
Hopkins’ decision as to the ultimate fixing of 
his scale of prices for this attraction. 


Personally we feel that Mr. Hopkins is not 
in any dilemma. The public, like the cards of 
superstition, neither forgets nor forgives, let 
sophistry dictate what it wills, Good will figures 
in most business statements as an asset—good 
will can only be made tangible by sacrifice. 
There are times when investment is made in 
good will without result, but that only is a 
factor in business risk. Good will sanely pur- 
chased must become a real asset, or the cry 
of business is false and empty, and Mr. Hop- 
kins has set himself about the task of purchas- 
ing good will, and as good fortune would have 
it, now has his opportunity to make good, 


Mr. Hopkins announced before his opening 
that on Mondays, Tuesdays and Wednesdays his 
best seats for The Gypsy Trail would sell for 
$1.50 regardless of the measure of favor with 
which his offering was met. This announce- 
ment was wisely made before the play opened. 
Giad it been delayed until after the premiere 
it would bave appeared as a confession of 
weakness, a realization that the attractions 
could not reasonably expect two dollars a throw 
in competition with other plays that made that 
demand. It never set itself up as a $1.50 
show, for the reason that this price was not to 
prevail thruout the week, but that standard 
prices were to be maintained on such nights 
when the demand for theater seats was greater. 
It merely represented a venture in showman- 
ship, an invitation to the public to visit the box- 
office on off nights and pay a bargain price, fn 
the event the play found favor, instead of 
skulking off to a cut-rate agency and taking a 
chance of getting good entertainment for $1.10 
at some play that was still making a bluff at 
maintaining the standard prices for something 
unmarketable. 

It is inconceivable that Mr. Hopkins will per- 
mit the sale of seats thru his box-office window 
at a price im excess of that advertised, no 
matter how successful his play may prove, or 
bow great the demand for seats. His main 
difficulty, if bis play ves up to expectations. 
will be to convince bis public that all available 
seats are being sold at the advertised price, be- 
cause if the demand justifies the activity of the 
Speculator you may believe that the speculator 
will seize the opportunity to ply his nearly 
forgotten trade, and the wary, sophisticated, 
suspicious public has been taught to coupte 
the speculator and the management in its 
thoughts. 

Mr. Hopkins’ success, it would seem, has 
been entirely independent of his move in the 
direction of popular prices, for it is without 
knowledge of the box-office receipts that we 
Speak of it, and we feel that neither press nor 
public has learned or cared to guage its pleasure 
in proportion to its cost. In other words, after a 
play has been seen, the enjoyment it bas given 
‘s measured by comparison with all other plays 
seen, regardless of their respective price of ad- 
mission, tho the desire to see a play may be 
affected in advance by the damuge that it may 
infllet on the bank roll. 

The appeal to the pocketbook has been ex- 
petimented with in several ways since the war 
tax went Into effect by different managements. 
This periodical advocated a general, universal 
reduction of prices to a $1.81 scale, making 
“ flat price of $2, including the war tax, 
but felt that unless the seale were universally 
— it would scarcely bring the desired re- 
sults, 

In some cases the change has been made 
very quietly and without an advertising fanfare. 
What results it has brought in these cases we 
‘ave no means of ascertaining, In another case 


the scale was changed to the accompaniment of 
widespread announcements to the effect that 
“We Pay the War Tax’’—and there is a well- 
founded belief that in this case a play that 
was balancing itself between success and fail- 
ure may bave received sufficient encouragement 
to hold om and prevent a disastrous crash. 
There have been cases in the past where man- 
ogvrs Voluntarily reduced prices in an en- 
deavor to appeal to the bargain-instinct of the 
public, It has rarely, if ever worked, for it 
at once betrayed the fact that the goods were 
net salable at regular prices, and for the 
reason, in the estimation of ‘“‘wise’’ theater- 
goers, not worth the spending of an evening, 
let alone any admission price whatsoever. 
The conditions of the moment, however, are 
unprecedented, and the public in a mood to 
react differently to any proposition involving 
public economy. Mr. Hopkins’ experiment will 
be closely watched. Unfortunately for the 
statisticlan, but fortunately for Mr. Hopkins 
and for the show world, the success of the play 


following season, when the fame of the metro- 
politan bit was fresh. But to their amazement 
managers are beginning to discover that the 
road.is rejecting big popular successes for no 
other reason than that they are being enacted 
by inferior casts. Several No. 2, 3, 4 and 5 
organizations have been recalled this year be- 
cause they haven't been doing the business ex- 
pected. 

With the country growing richer and more 
populous it takes longer for a star to cover the 
country with a success than it used to. If 
every big hit were to use np a favorite player, 
and every player starred in a hit were to con- 
tinue with an attraction until it had exhausted 
its drawing power {= nationwide tours, we should 
soon meet a condition when neither New York 
or any other city would see any of the big 
stars in a successful play oftener than once 
every four or five seasons. And there wouldn’t 
be stars enough to go around. Not only that, 
but the particular public would be likely to 
forget about them between visits,

Those who want to follow the deep and pro- 
found philosophy founded on the fact that the 
Mississippi River flows south, and, therefore, all 
we have to do in life is to just flow south, can 
go on naturally and normally about your work, 
for the war can’t stop the lyceum and chan- 
tauqua. Bosh Billikins—ishkabibble—slip a few 
more wads into the outstretched paw of the 
Sphinx. As the old jag once said: ‘“‘What do we 
care for prosperity? Throw another goldfish 
to the cat. What’ll you have, boys?” 

Let's study two lecturers, Both are well 
known; both are in about the same class—Dr. 
Frank W. Gunsaulus and Dr. Newell Dwight 
Hillis. Both are great chautauqua attractions, 
Last summer Dr. Gunsaulus talked all summer. 
Dr, Hillis hiked off to Europe and filled his 
system full of the fresh facts about the con- 
ditions at the front. Right now he has to 
cancel a lot of lyceum engagements, as he is to 
lecture in sixty-five large cities on one trip. 
Before me is a clipping, two columns long, 
printed in The Albion (Mich.) Recorder, statinz 
that “for an hour and forty minutes the audi- 
ence sat as in a daze as the awful story of Dr. 
Hillis’ personal investigation of conditions tn 
the war-stricken countries was told.” 

Dr, Gunsaulus let his mouth flow on south 
and he dug up a great lecture out of newspapers 
and books, with the result that we pick up 
The Beloit (Wis.) News and see where he is 
billed for a free lecture, illustrated with a 
great number of lantern slides, on the sub- 
ject, A Battlefield of the Near East. 

All of this is only a new evidence that things 
are ever changing, and, as Elbert Hubbard said, 
there is nothing permanent but change, proving 


that the poet was right when he penned these 
words: 
“New occasions teach new duties; 
Time makes ancient good uncouth; 
We wust ever up and onward 
If we'd keep abreast of truth.” 


Is this the end of our activities? No, it's 
just the beginning. There is all the reason in 
the world why every wideawake lyceum and 
chautauqua interest should put on more steam, 
plan for q real campaign, get at it with the 
will to win. But we must bave what the times 
demand. 3

In the meantime don’t forget that the final 
solution of all of our problems rests with the 
towns and rural communities, where we must 
serve if we will live. We still believe that 
the best thing that the next I. L. A, convention 
could do would be to give time to the discus- 
sion of plans, studying reports and investigating 
the work already done to further community 
building, conservation and development of com- 
munity life, economic problems and ethical con- 
ditions, giving special attention to the study of 
play for children, entertainment and instruction 
for the mddle-aged, and amusement for the old, 
studying particularly their relation to the lyceum 
and chautauqua movement, and the means by 
which they can best contribute to the mental, 
moral, physical and economic well-being of ‘he 
community and the nation.

Why does not some one of’our pro- 
ducing managers secure the dramatic 
rights for Changing Winds and@ pro- 
duce it now—soon? 

The chances are nine out of ten 
that the book critics will pronounce 
it the “Best of 1917.” 

It is a great seller. 

It is a war story. 

The New York Times, after prais- 
ing several of its features highly, says: 

“But Mr. Ervine’s Changing Winds, 
fine tho it is, derives its value for us 
more from the truth of its delinea- 


that it throws on ‘The Irish Question’ 
—than from its excellence as fiction. 

“For sheer literary quality, creative- 
ness, or whatever the subtle something 
is that stamps the genuine, lasting 
work of fiction, we doubt if Changing 
Winds will be adjudged the equal of 
its author’s Mrs. Martin’s Man.” 

But its value as a sort of document 
in history, if not as a really great 
novel, ought to insure to Changing 
Winds a sufficiently long life to bring 
it into the hands of a future genera- 
tion of readers. 

Outside of Mr. Ervine’s book it is 
Significant that the best novels of the 
year have not taken the war for their 
theme.

A LETTER FROM BERT McNIECE 


Describing the Experiences of a Cana- 
dian Draftee 


Somewhere in France—As some of our Ameri- 
can bors are training in England, I will give you 
a description of a draftee leaving England for 
France, In previous wars the boys were sent 
away with cheers of the people, bands playine, 
streets one mass of bunting, the cheering crowds 
lining the streets to wish the boys God-speed 
and a safe return, and that is still the case in 
Canada and I suppose in the United States. 

The forming of a draft army and the em- 
barkation, from England in this war is quite 
different. 

I w ll describe ovr leaving, as each draft will 
be under somewhat different conditions, On our 
arrival in England we were sent to a training 


camp. Here we were trained in the latest 
methods of modern warfare, anc we did our 
training, all longing to be called on the draft. 
About the training I will say nothing. Suffice 


to say that we worked hard, with long hours. 
Coming in from drill one afternoon our names 
were called and we were informed that we were 
warned for draft. We were also told that we 
were C. BS. (confined to barracks). 

We did not know when we were going, but we 
knew that we were going. We stopped all drill, 
we had ovr medical examination, our kit in 
spection, our efficient tests, and then came the 
time we were told to pack up to be in readiness 
to proceed overseas some time during the night. 

Just picture a long shed, four or five lanterns 
for light, the wind blowing, the rain falling, the 
boys in full equipment, our comrades who were 
not lucky enough to be called losing their sicep 
to see us off. 

The roll is called, we are lined up, the officers 
go down the long lines shaking hands with each 
man, Wishing him a safe return, a few minutes 
to say goodby to ovr comrades, and the order

I am almost sure the cowboys who are making 
these long drags out of a corncob pipe are from 
the East, and they never saw actual range life 
except at the winter quarters of the 101 and at 
Pawnee Bill's home. I would like to know 
where some of these great ranches, which we 
read so much about in our Wild West Depart- 
ment, are. I have traveled all thru Oklahoma, 
Texas, Washington, Idaho, Montana, Utah, Ore- 
gon and Colorado, and, while there are a num- 
ber of cow outfits there, they are generally run 
by a foreman, with from two to five helpers. 
Altus, Hollis, Leedy and Ringling, Ok., are a 
few of the small ranches left. I failed to 
mention Woodward, Ok., as another point; also 
Rotan, Spur, Abilene, Sweetwater, Colorado and 
south to Del Rio, Tex. Now comes the greatest 
of range country, the interior of Wyoming. How 
many are living who have trailed the beautiful 
valley of the roaring Grey Bull, the Little Big 
Horn; also some of the table lands and valleys 
from Metropolis, the Hot Springs, to Laramie? 
Where are these wonderful ranches you speak 
of which were once a vast herd of cattle? This 
once great cattle country is now pretty well in- 
habited by homesteaders, Easterners, Mormons 
and foreigners, and is mostly irrigated land, The 
greatest ranchers of today in the wallow country 
of the beef are sheepmen who have from one to 
three lands of sheep to a herder, bis dog and a 
cook. This includes the country from basin to 
Mateetsie and west to Idaho line Basin, south 
west to Arizona, with the exception of Mateetsie, 
where we find quite an elk ranch (private). I 
have lived with the oldtime Mormon who has 
sheltered many an old cowhand and horse’ wran- 
gler, visited the adobe bunk houses of our early-

Adolph Seeman and Arthur Davis Give 
Their Opinions 


New York, Dec. 3, 1917. 
Editor The Billboard: 


I have just read the articie in your issue of 
November 17 discussing the possibilities of a 
Co-operative Carnival carrying nothing but the 
best shows, concessions, etc, 

As an old performer and showman I would 
like to state some of the experiences I have had 
in my time forming such shows, You will pardon 
me for going back some years, even before car- 
nivals were known. When vaudeville was known 
as varicty a number of performers who did not 
sign with a company would be obliged to play 
independent dates with managers of theaters 
which happened to have an open week. In many 
instances some grafting manager would take up 
an open week somewhere, hire the performers, 
and on Saturday night would disappear without 
paying any salaries. It occurred to me at this 
time to get a number of first-class acts together 
agd play these open weeks on a co-operative 
basis. 
tieir full salary, but they were not cheated, and 
if business was good they, of course reaped the 
benefit. But here was the drawback: Several 
meetings which we bad in the offices of Richard 
Fitzgerald at 10 Union Square fell thru on ac- 
count of every performer wanting to be the boss. 

In 1888, I believe it was, I was with the 
Frederick Douglas Co. We all received our sal- 
ary for the first few weeks, but eventually all 
of the performers quit at Cincinnati. We took 
the shovv, at my suggestion, to Louisville, where 
I paid every act a week and a half’s pay for 
its week work, I intended to keep going, but 
had to abandon my idea, as I could get no 
un'onism among the performers. 

The idea of forming a co-operative carnival 
is a good one if you can find twelve or four- 
teen independent carnival men who would leave 
the handling of the show to one man and Co- 
operate with him in their respective work. But 
how would it be when fourteen different towns 
on the same date, etc., etc.? 

If ‘the necessary number of carnival people 
ean be brought together, all agreeing, I would 
love to meet them and shake their hands, 

I know of several independent carnival show 
owners who are in a position to invest $1,000 
each, meaning witb ten sharebolders, a bank roll 
of $10,000, Three riding devices should be owned 
by the company and they could be purchased on 
the instalment plan. A competent man, with 
experience in the carnival business should be en- 
gazed as general manager, and in conjunction 
with say 7 ae of the owners form a committee 
to discuss finance and other angles of the bus- 
iness. 

A number of high-class concessions should be 
earr'ed, omitting, of course, all graft, have all 
members of your company understand that they 
must be ladies and gentlemen and _ refrain 
from commenting on towns and the inhabitants, 
especiaily the ladies. In fact, your arrival in 
town on Sunday should convince the town folks 
that a decent, clean show is with them. 

Now, with ten good independent showmen pay- 
ing their percentage, and the profits from the 
rides and concessions, I can not see why such a 
company would not come in with flying colors at 
the end of the season, 

After paying the first instalment for riding 
devices there would be enough funds left for pa- 
per and sending a first-class agent on the road 
for at least six weeks abead. 

This applies to a gilly show, It has been 
proven that it is not the gold carved front any 
more that brings in the money—it’s the good, 
clecn, healthful show you present in back of 
your front. Yours truly,

*t, to turn over the city to carnivals, whereas 

dey, in many cases, they try to turn the police 
force on the carnival, It seems a crime that a 
busiress which gave promise to such a success- 
ful ending should have degenerated to nothing 
more or less than a bard of people who travel 
about the country with but one thought, no mat- 
ter =bat you have to do for it—GET THE 
MONEY. 

1 do net mean to say that all carnivals are on 
a par. Far from it. But it can not be denied

that there are many so-called carnivals on the 
road today wiich do not even make an effort 
to give te public anything for its money. 

We must give great credit to ench men as C, 
A. Wortham, James Patterson, James T. Clyde, 
C, W. Parker, Tom Alien, Walter Sibley, Colone! 
Irrancis Ferari, Johnny J. Jones, Con T. Kennedy 
and many others. Not only do they (each year) 
s,end large sums of money to elaborate on their 
shows, but each year they produce some new and 
novel entertainment that is educational and 
elevating. 


The °49 Camp with many carnivals has come 
in for a great deal of harsh criticism. The 
Camp in itself is not at fault; it is the manner 
in which it is presented. There is no more 
popular form of amusement today than dancing. 
Have you ever seen a social function in your life 
where dancing was not a part? When you tate 
a top, With absolutely nothing in it but a dance 
floor, and run it as a °49 Camp, with absolutely 
nothing in keeping with that which it is sup- 
posed to represent but a lot of lewd women, who 
beguile the visitors with smiles and-insinuations 
so that they will dance, then you are operating 
something which is bound to leave a bad taste in 
the mouth. But, suppose that the ’49 Camp was 
as elaborately presented as the remainder of 
your shows; suppose that the interior was fille1 
with scenery; suppose that it was on the order of 
the °49 Camp which was at the Panama-Paci“*c 
Exposition, then it would be a real attraction. 
It was not so long ago that every carnival on 
the road had a °49 Camp, but, like all other 
things, the unscrupulous carried it to the limit 
and made a burlesque of it, with the result that, 
when the agent goes into towns now, the first 
thing he is asked is, have you a °49 Camp? 

One could write pages on the evils of the busi- 
ness, but that is not the question up for d>- 
bate; so I will confine myself to the New Idea. 

In an issne of The Bil’board “of recent date 
there was submitted a line-up for a New Idea 
chow, It was great. It conld not be improved 
upon, It is just the very thing that Is needed. 
It is not the large number of attractions which 
get the big money. When a show has over ten 
paid attractions it is bound to double on its 
attractions. It is bound to put on the midway 
some attractions that are sure to hurt the real 
ones, It is bound to take money away from those 
attractions which are under a big expense to 
operate. The independent showmen are getting 
searcer every year. Why? Simply because the 
average Manager wants to say that he carrie<« 
twenty shows. The result is thet no man will 
7o to the exnence of framing some big show. 
knowing that he will have to compete with manv 
smaller attractions on the midway, and everv 
dime spent on these cost-nothing-to-frame shows 
takes away from his attraction. Result: Men- 
agers, in order to have a line-up, have to buill4 
their own. 

This is an age of advertising, and the average 
merchants appreciate the fact thet in order to 
get business they have to hbeve something in 
town to bring in the country folks. They have 
the mail order houses to compete with: that is 


why, at the present time, the secretary of the 
average Commercial Club is a high-salaried man, 
cud, to hold the position, must be an expert on 
business getting methods, 


Mr. Agent—Let us suppose that you were to 
co iuto a town and be able to prove to the sec- 
retary of the Commercial Club that you were 
representing an exposition on wheels; that you 
carried a complete menagerie and wild animal 
show: that you had a real circus: that you had a 
musical comedy company which produced. in 
tabloid form, all the late successes, changing your 
rrogram each n‘ght; that you had a Japanese 
v.llure, or a Mexican village, or that you had 
a standard band; that you had the very latest 
riding devices; that you had a lo-ge tent, used 
exclusively for the local merchants to display 
their Wares; that your attendants were all gen- 
tiemen, in un!form; that your m'dway was not 
filled with a lot of lewd sh« ws, but that each at- 
traction was a feature in itself: thet your con- 
cessions were not handled by men who were con- 
s‘antly flirting with every woman who passed 
them, but were all beautiful, uniform booths, and 
that they did not have to resort to gambling 
t-ctics for business; that you would have every 
d-y a special dsy; that you would classify the 
merchants 60 that each line would have a special 
@-y; that you carried a special line of adver- 
ti-ing matter which did not feature your show, 
tut which would tell the public that the city was 
ring to hotd a loc2l world’s fair: that you would 
hore special features for the amusement of the 
e.ldren; that you carried spectal floats fer the 
n-e of the merchants: in fact that your company 
vould bring to the city a real traveling expost- 
t'on on wheels; that you had a crew of decora- 
tors which would make the city a blaze of bunt- 
ing and colored lights, and, above all, that you 
eontd absolutely satisfy them that you had all 
these things—do you think that you would have 
e2~v trouble in booking snch an attraction in- 
r‘ead of having to sweat blood to get some lodge 
to play you? Each week you cou'd be plaving 
under the business men, and it would only take a 
connle of these contracts to make your show in 
such demand that the booking end of it would be 
a reeation inste*d of a hardship. 

There is no dorht there is a wave of reform 
com'ng in onr bnsiness which w'll affect the 
r-esent standing in the carnival, and whoever ts 
t'e frst to teke advantage of th's demand for 
a real exposition on wheels is going to reap a 
rich harvest, 

Prohibition was lengbed at, but they have 
storned making whiskey, and it is the same story 
in el’ Iines, That which was thought to be im- 
rose'ble a few years ago has become an es- 
tablished fact, and the same rule annies to 
amusements, Not only is the death kne'l for the 
fiv-by-night shows sounded, but the time has 
come when to be among those present the show- 
folke have to wake un to the fact that P. T. 
Parnnm was wrong. It is not a case of the pub-

weer COLORS 


A recent press dispatch from Los Angeles reads 
as follows: 

“Futurists, impressionists and jazz bands and 
spectrics must retire before the new musical on- 
slaught, for in this city a cult of modernists, 
led by Mrs. Ruth Deardorff-Shaw, has been dis- 
covered. Two concerts are to be staged soon. 
One is to be given by Mrs. Deardorff Shaw for 
Leo Orstein, famous pianist, in which the audi- 
ence will be made to feel color by hearing piano 
notes. 

“According to Mrs. Deardorff-Shaw, dead notes 
are white. By pedal work they can be intensi- 
fied to varying color vibrations. They are far 
ahead of classic music, she declares, and in 
arriving at the original compositions, the modern- 
ists have ignored all rules of harmony and scales 
and go soulfully for the effect. if they wish to 
produce a royal purple scene and a law of har- 
mony should interfere, they waive the law of 
harmony. 

“The second event will be a perfume concert, 
to be given by Sadakichi Hartmann, just returned 
from Japan. He will giye the audience the sen- 
sation of seeing pictures and smelling odors thru 
the modernist music. 

“The auditor does not see color, but feels it. 
When he hears a certain plano renditions, he does 
not see red, he feels red. Other compositions 
make him feel purple or lavender or pink, and 
some of them make him feel biue.”’

Dear Sirs:—Replyimg to your letter of the 
2th regarding the footage tax on films, wish 
to advise that the Crystal Film Company oper- 
ates laboratories and studios, and the tax of one- 
fourth cent per foot levied on raw stock, which 
has been passed along to us from the Eastman 
Kodak Company thru their local representative, 
‘s passed on to the producer who orders the 
printing done. 

The Triumph Filnr Corporation, which ts a 
producing organization and associated with this 
company, produces’ for the independent market, 
and tn addition to the one fourth cent per foot 
tx on raw stock they are obliged to pay one- 
half cent per foot om the finished positive print. 
This three-fourths cent tax is passed on to the 
exchange which buys the territorial rights to 
any subject. 

A fixed price is settled on for the territory, 
Plus the cost of prints, which would be the 
usual charge, plus three-fourths cent per foot.

What arrangement the independent exchange 
makes with the exhibitor we do not know, but 
from information at hand we find that nearly 
every distributing organization is levying a tcx 
of 15 cents per reel per day on the exl¢bitor 
to reimburse them for the additional cost of 
their film. This amount the distributor is Justti- 
fied in adding to the rental of his films for the 
reason that the tax is so burdensome that they 
ean not bear this additional cost in its entirety 
themselves. 

We have in mind one particular organization, 
which had seventy coples of a seven-reel subject 
printed for distribution in the United States, 
meaning practically one-half a million feet. The 
tax alone was $3,750 on this one release. This 
one company’s tax on features of one a week 
only would amount to almost $200,000 per 
annum, and we do not believe that that or- 
ganization covld stand that extra cost and exist, 

We are of the opinion that the present d‘fi- 
culties which have arisen out of this tax ques- 
tien between the exhibitor and the distributor 
should be settled by united action of all of the 
allied interests of the film industry to bring this 
war tax, as far as it applies to this business, 
down to a more equitable basis, where it will 
not be so burdensome, unless it was the Gov- 
ernment’s intention, which we believe it was, 
to pass this tax along to the public. 

We trust you will pardon this lengthy letter, 
but we feel that you desire an expression of 
opinion in addition to the information, which we 
suppose is for publication.

Six hundred theaters was the goal to be 
reached before siarting actual operations, and, 
according to General Manager Hamlin, the five 
hundred mark has just been passed. 

The present officers are: President, H. L. 
Hartman, Mandan, N. D.; vice-president, W. 8S. 
Smith, Menomonie, Wis.; chairman, C. W. 
Gates, Aberdeen, S. D.; treasurer, H. P. Greene, 
Minneapolis, Minn,; secretary and general man- 
ager, T. J. Hamlin, Minneapolis, Minn. 

It is the aim of the association to give the 
exhibitor the most satisfaction at the least ex- 
pense, cutting down unnecessary middle profits 
and expenses. The association will play films 
on a percentage or exclusive right plan and buoy 
their own prints, and it is not out to make 
profits, being purely co-operative. In becoming 
a member of the association the exhibitor pays 
$10, and in return he is issued a share of voting 
stock and gets a buying privilege. The seven 
inspection points established in different local- 
ities is another good point, as it is a saving to 
the members in expressage, 


VITAGRAPH TRAILER

Fun-Art comedies have been built to sell, as 
well as to please audiences, Reul comedies are 
naturally in great demand, and, knowing the 
bigh standard of its product, Fun-Art Film dces 
not bind the State-right buyer to a contract, He 
may purchase one, or any number up to the 
entire output, without binding himself in apy 
manner. No deposits are required whatsoever. 
It is a case of laying the real goods on the 
counter in the open market, and it is strictly 
up to the judgment of the buyer. 

This really estabishes a precedent in market- 
* conditions, especially in the comedy field, 
and should be hailed with a great deal of satis- 
faction by the State-right buyer, and even the 
exhibitors who have heretofore been compelled 
to sign contracts for comedies still unproduced.

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DISTRIBUTORS TAKE ACTION 
IN BROOKLYN BOYCOTT 


Eleven Prominent Firms File Complaint With U.S. 


Attorney --- Ask That 


Immediate Steps Be 


Taken To Prevent Threatened Ban From 
Becoming Operative Against Them 


New York, Dec. 8.—Eleven prominent wotion 
picture distributors, with headquarters in New 
York, have, thru their attorneys, Cadwalader, 
Wickersham & Taft, filed complaint with Mel- 
ville J, France, United States Attorney for the 
Eastern District, protesting against an alleged 
boycott threatened by the Associated Motion 
Picture Exhibitors of Brooklyn against the Fox 
Film Corporation and the Vitagraph Company of 
America. 

The Brooklyn exhibitors, at a recent meeting, 
decided they would combine to cancel thelr 
charging them 15 cents, as a war tax, on each 
reel of film they rented. The eleven distributors 
who ure protesting to Attorney France declare 
that a similar boycott would be used against the 
other distributors as soon as the Fox and Vita- 
graph companies were brought to the exhibitors’ 
terms, 

The attorneys representing the motion picture 
distributors protest that this alleged boycott is 
a violation of the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, 
claiming the courts have held that the film bus- 
iness, which amounts to many millions an- 
nually, is interstate business within the meaning 
of this act,

SPIRIT OF '76 CONFISCATED 


Robert Goldstein Held by Government 
Officials 

Los Angeles, Dec. 8.—Robert Goldstein, pro- 
ducer and exhibitor of The Spirit of °76, is in 
the custody of the Federal Government, his films 
—positives and negatives—are in the hands of 
Government officials, and the Federal Grand 
Jury is considering his indictment for violation 
of the espionage laws, 

The film opened at Clune’s Auditorium 
Thanksgiving Week for a two weeks’ showing. 
Federal officers and local people viewed the film, 
and ordered that certain portions be eliminated. 
This, it is alleged, Goldstein promised to do, but 
it is claimed that he put the cut portions back 
again at the public showing. The seizure of the 
films and his arrest followed, 

The film contains much of tense interest to 
audiences, It could be said that the interest is 
cripping. Parts of it show lack of direction and 
are almost amateurish, but even the Judge who 
issued the warrant for the arrest of the pro- 
ducers is sponsor for the correct historical data 
and situations contained, but declared at the 
preliminary hearing that inasmuch as_ the 

tritish are our allies at this time in a world 
war the showing of a film that would stir re- 
sentwent against England was untimely and 
would tend to hamper the United States in its 
war operations, , 

The fact that the exhibitor did not keep out 
the objectionable portions after the previewing 
of the film is said to form the basis of the 
Government’s charges of violation of the espion- 
age laws. 


THEATER MANAGER ARRESTED

Every exhibitor in the United States should 
get back of Mr. Varner, as he has been much 
more successful than any other one connected 
with the industry in protecting the exhibitor 
from inevitable taxation. Mr. Varner is an 
exhibitor and knows from experience just what 
the exhibitor is passing thru. a report of every 
State and city with reference to the film tax 
will also be received, and a more united effort 
than ever made to force thoxe film producers 
who are charging the tax to absorb it. During 
the last few days Mr. Stanley Mastbaum, one 
of the most prominent exhibitors in the United 
States, has directed a communication to the 
large producers, and the most significant point 
Mr, Mastbaum makes is this: ‘‘That there 1x 
wasted by the producer over $500,000 a week 
in senseless overhead, extravagant methods, 
costly distribution, etc.’’ There is no one iu 
the industry better able to know this than Mr. 
Mastbaum, and he has probably made the figures 
very conservative. From the statement of Mr. 
Mastbaum an interesting deduction can be mace. 
Some film producers claim that they can not pay 
the film tax and stay in business, while the 
Mutual, General, Art Dramas, Four-Square, Tri- 
angle, Standard, First National Circuit and 
Kleine-Edison are paying the tax with patriotic 
pride. The producers in their statement on the 
tax have declared that the film reel tax is cost- 
ing them $100,000 a week. Mr. Mastbaum states 
that there is a loss in waste and inefficiency of 
$500,000 a week. 

Therefore, it would only be necessary for the 
producers to cut down only one-fifth of their 
extravagance and waste in producing to com- 
pletely absorb the reel tax. Mr, Mastbaum calls 
attention to the fact that the exhibiter pays for 
all of this inefficiency and asks that something 
be done to stop the leak. Therefore, it seems

Pictures Corporation, is not respousibly charged 
with any act of the William 8. Hart Production,

The 
c.aim of ownership by the plaintiff is sufficiently 
refuted, and upon this claim alone there appears

Mr. Albert will leave for Washington In a 
few days and establish headquarters. Fils ad- 
Jress in Washington will be published for the 
yenefit of the members just as soon as head- 
juarters are established. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the con- 
vention that it would be for the benefit of all 
if matters pertaining to outdoor show business 
were handled by one man, and all ave requested 
to get in touch with Mr. Albert on all enestien-. 

The members of NOSA were greatly pleased 
it the action taken by the American Association 
of Fairs and Expositions, which, at its eon 
vention held this week, appointed a committee 
to work with the representative of NOSA in 
Weshington. 

Taken in all it may safely be said that ont- 
loor showmen last week took a great stride 
forward in the promotion of their business 
ind, with the organization perfected and placed 
on a solid working basis, the interests of the 
outdoor chowmen will be carefully guarded and 
vandled in a manner befitting the business.

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GUMPERTZ STARTS PLANS ON 
FINE BATHING PAVILION 


Arrives Home From Havana and Sets Architects 
To Work—Elaborate Concrete Baths To Re- 
place Those Destroyed by Fire— 
Other Coney Island Activities 


New York, Dec. 8.—S. W. Gumpertz has just 
returned from Havana, Cuba, in answer to a 
telegram stating that his Parkway Baths at 
Brighton Beach had been destroyed by fire. The 
Dreamland Circus Side-Show is still playing in 
Havana, and will remain there until January 2 

Mr. Gumpertz has turned his residence at 
Brighton Beach into a temporary office, where 
he has a score of architects at work on plans 
for the largest and handsomest concrete bathing 
pavilion in the world. It will cover an area of 
0 feet along the Boardwalk and 300 feet in 
depth. There will be 8,000 large-sized, well- 
ventilated rooms, and 4,000 lockers. All rooms, 
lockers and partitions to be made of steel. In 
appointment it will be the most complete and 
the only really fireproof bathing pavilion on the 
Atlantic Coast. There will be 200 hot galt 
water bathrooms, a pool 120 feet in length 
by 6 in width, three steam rooms for women, 
three steam rooms for men. 

There will be showers and sun parlors on 
each floor, a restaurant and cafe in the building, 
and everything that goes to make the bathers 
comfortable. Mr. Gumpertz expects to have 
his bathhouse open on June 15, 1918. 

The work of cleaning up the debris from the 
recent fire at Coney Island was speedily con- 
summated this week, and the Island is especially 
active just now. Workmen are already starting 
work to remedy the damage done by fire, and 
the burned tract will be built up in time for 
the regular park season,

He 
supported Guy Bates Post in many dramatic 
productions. Burial was under auspices of the 
Actors’ Fond.

DIX—A, L. Dix, manager of the Clifton Drug 


Company and well known to pitchmen, died at 
his home, Girard, Ill,, about the middle of No- 
vember. 


DOYLE—William F. Doyle, for forty-six years 
employed at the Academy of Music, Baltimore, 
Md., and said to be the oldest theatrical elec- 
trician in the country, died Decmeber 4 at bis 
home in Baltimore. He entered the employ of 
the Academy of Music as a call boy on the 
opening night of that playhouse, and had worked 
continuously there until about a week before 
his death, when he was taken ill. A complica- 
tion of diseases caused his death. The funeral 
was attended by Manager Harry A. Henkel, of 
the Academy of Music, and his entire staff. 
Mr, Doyle enjoyed the acquaintance of many 
prominent professional people. He is survivea 
by his widow and two sons. 


ESLOW—James Arthur Eslow died November 
28 at Grand Rapids, Mich. He was at one time 
the Universal Film Company’s manager for 
the New England States. 


GABB—Mrs. Zillah Gabb, cook for the W. J. 
Nelson Wagon Show, which has been touring 
Oklahoma, was burned to death at St. Louts, 
Ok., December 2. An explosion in the cook 
wagon caused her clothing to become ignited, and 
she died several hours later from the injuries 
received. Two children, aged 12 and 14 years, 
survive ber. 


HAGGERTY — Michael Haggerty, age 50, 
identified with Albany (N. Y.) theaters as a 
stage hand for the last thirty years, was found 
dead at his home in that city December 6. Deatn 
is believed to have been due to heart disease, 
Mr. Haggerty’s last employment was at the 
Majestic Theater, Albany. 

HALE—Walter Hale, aged 48, actor, artist 
and author, following an extended illness, died 
at his home, New York City, December 4. Mr. 
Hale was born in 1869, at St® Paul, Minn., and 
went on the stage at an early age. He was 
considered a very dependable actor, tho never 
appearing in the foremost roles. Augustin Daly 
always liked to bave him in his dramas, and he 
contributed much to the success of Arizona and 
As a Man Thinks. During the long run of 
Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch in London and 
this country he was in that piece. At different 
times he supported James K. Hackett, Julia 
Marlowe and W. H. Crane, and was associated 
for a term of years with Charles Frohman’s 
Lyceum Theater Stock Company. In 1899 Mr. 
Hale married Louise Closser, the actress. and 
the two of them began from then on gradually 
to drift from the theater to other artistic pur- 
snits. Mrs, Hale is a writer of note, and her 
husband, besides collaborating on several works, 
lent luster by his ability as an illustrator. Mr. 
Hale was a war correspondent for a short time, 
He was at Arras and at Rheims, and his im- 
pressions of the bombardments are vividly de- 
picted in his book, By Motor to the Firing Line. 

HIRAM—Chief J, S. Hiram. Hawaiian mu- 
sician, died December 4 at Charleston, 8. C., 
at the age of 59 years. He was born in Hono- 
luln in 1858, and came to this country in 1896, 
two rears before the annexation of the Hawalian 
Islands to the United States. Hiram, it is said, 
organized the first troupe of native Hawailan 
singers and instrumentalists in San Francisco— 
The Royal Hawaiian Band, His troupe toured 
with The Bird of Paradise, and later on he ap- 
peared in many of the larger cafes and cabarets 
thruout the country. At the time of his death 
he was a member of Bell’s Famous Hawaiians, 
now touring the South.

comes: Draft, attention! Form fours, right, 
quick march! And we have started on our way 
for France. As we march out our comrades give 
a cheer and express the wish that they will soon 
be over with us. 

Then picture the long march thru the rain, no 
bands playing, no cheering crowds, just a few 
hand waves from the windows of the early 
risers as we march by. On the boat in early 
mofning, and then to our port of destination in 
France. Here we find that the land\ng of troops 
has become an everyday occurrence and is now 
looked on by the street venders merely as a bus- 
iness attraction. These venders consist of 
women, girls and bors of all ages, each with a 
large basket of assorted fruit, chocolate, ete., 
anything, in fact, which they think will tempt 
the boys to spend their money. These women, 
girls and boys (some barely eight years of age) 
follow the troops for miles, carrying their heavy 
baskets, and where cne drops out there is always 
another to take their place, following the boys 
sometimes two or three days. 

After a long and tiresome march we arrived 
at our base, were given our quarters and allowed 
twenty-four hotrs’ rest before we took up the 
work in our new quarters, 

When one is in a training camp one is always 
longiag to be called on draft, and when a draft 
is called the happiest men are those on draft, the 
most disappointed those left behind, 

Altho the night we left was disagreeable, the 
march long and tiresome, the feeling among the 
men was one of satisfaction and contentment. 
At the end or the base we felt that our satis- 
faction was due to the fact that that we were 
now cons.dered A-1 men and were ready to take 
an active part in the world’s greatest war.

Many of you show Cowboys who are making these 
terrible nolses can go over these same travels, 
one time called the Old War Bonnet Trail, of 
the old and original cowboys and not the ones 
who have learned to handle the stock in their 
fathers’ corrals of about 8 to 20 head of stock, 
which is the average some of you can boast. 
shou.d you tell the truth, of your ranch. Now, I 
will come back again to our picturesque cowboy 
and lady rider, and will say even in the early 
days of the Wild West show the majority of our 
cowboys were either from the Jersey City Stock 
Yards, Chicago or St. Louis.

MANAGERS LOOK WITH DISFAVOR 
UPON FUTURE WAR BENEFITS

euch manager should be left to determine for 
biuwelf what was a deserving charity and what 
wasn’t. 

The stand taken by Mr, Luescher has resulted 
in what may be termed a personal altercation 
between him and Arthur Hammerstein, for Mr. 
Luescher has, since the meeting, expounded bis 
ideas in the public press. Mr. Hammerstein, 
assuming the role of spokesman for the majority 
of the managers, today made the following re- 
ply to Mr. Luescher: 


“It was decided at our meeting to eliminate 
benefits, but the managers can, if they so desire, 
individually give their houxes and thelr per- 
formances for benefits, The main object wax to 
¢liminate the corrflling of the biggest stars tn 
the profession under one roof; for instance, the 
Hippodrome, and thereby taking away the cll- 
entele from the theaters in which one of there 
Stars is appearing for the same price during 
the week thag the Hippodrome charges to see 
twenty of th®m at one time. Mr. Luescher's 
contrary vote, it appears, wasn't delivered from 
4 patriotic point of view, but due to personal 
monetary considerations, as the Hippodrome 
management never gives its house grati« for any 
war benefit or any other benefit, but charges 
from the rate of $1.280 to $3,000 a night, even 
for Christmas benefits for New York newspapers. 
This statement can be verified by all of the
